Council Ok's New Civic Center

The Upland City Council moved 
to contract for construction plans 
on the new $765,000 Civic Center 
building this week, The vote was 
4-1 with Councilman Hal Bailin 
strongly objecting to the continu- 
ation of phase two construction 
which includes a new council 
chamber and offices for 10 city 
departments and the city clerk, 

Councilman A, M, Hawkins re- 
stated his original motion of two 
weeks ago to earmark a total of 
$765,000 (from revenue sharing 
funds and monies presently in 
the capital outlay fund) for con- 
struction phase two, Hawkins felt 
that no additional funds should be 
set aside for this project as was 
suggested in the Mayor’s Advis- 
ory Committee report, The com- 
mittee recommended an addition 
of $147,870 to the city staff’ses- 
timates of cost, (These additional 


Plans Ok’d For Civic Center 


The Upland Mayor’s Advisory 
Committee approved architect's 
plans for the new Upland Civic 
Center at a meeting last week in 
Upland City Hall, 

During a special meeting last 
week Upland Mayor Abner B, 
Haldeman said the seven-mem- 
ber committee “‘has actually re- 
commended more than we asked 
for,”’ 

He was referring to the com- 
mittee’s addition of $147,870 to 
the city staff’s estimates of cost 
for the next phase of the civic 
center project, The additional 
monies, if approved by council, 
will provide two WalkWays and a 
parking lot that the staff had de- 
leted earlier from the plans in 
order to reduce the cost of the 
next phase of the project. 

Robert Sherwood, chairman of 
the advisory committee, said the 
walkways were added to make 


the project more aesthetically 
pleasing, 

He declined to give a break- 
down of the committee vote. He 
said the Committee ground rules 
specify that the group’s recom- 
mendation should only be re- 
corded as a majority vote. 

The two part motion was as 
follows; 

--The committee recommend 
that the City Council accept the 
architect’s plans for the Civic 
Center, including two additives; 
the covered walk and the parking 
lot. 

-~~The committee recommend 
to the City Council that allavail- 
able funds previously earmarked 
for the Civic Center be used, 
and any additional monies, 

Revenue sharing and proposed 
civic center funding were de- 
bated at the last council meeting 
May 7. Haldeman presented the 


Rental Assistance 
Program Debuts Here 


Upland and Cucamonga have 
been selected as locations where 
persons may pick up necessary 
application forms for the county- 
wide Experimental Housing Al- 
lowance Program, EHAP is a 
rental assistance concept being 
implemented on a trial basis in 
cooperation with the U, S, De- 
partment of Housing and Urban 
Development, 

Selected as one of only 12 
jurisdictions in the United States 
which are participating, San Ber- 
nardino County will conduct the 
program for three years, pro- 
viding assistance to a maximum 
of 900 families for a 24-month 
period. 

The experiment will be carried 
out in the valley portion of the 
county bounded by the National 
Forest Service line on the east 
and north and by the county line 
on the south and west, but ex- 
cluding the incorporated City of 
Rialto, 

Applications will be accepted 
now until June 22, Due to the 
time-frame of the experimental 
program, full-time students and 
military personnel will not be 
eligible, and because assistance 
may be required in filling out 
the forms, applications must be 
submitted in person at one of the 
following locations locally be- 
tween 1 and 5 p.m. -- EHAP 
Branch Office, 1014 W, 4th St, 
Ontario; Upland Housing Author- 
ity, 1248 N,Campus Ave.,, Upland; 
and Cucamonga Contact Station,

To be eligible to participate 
applicants must be: 

--a family of two or more re- 
lated persons or an individual 
who is more than 62 years of 
age, handicapped, displaced or 
disabled 

--presently living or willing to 
live in a rental unit located with- 
in the project area 

--and having a total family in- 
come, including all sources, 
within the following limits: 

Ome person -- no more than 
$3,600 per year net or approxi- 
mately $4,000 per year gross, 
Two persons -- no more than 
$5,050 per year net or approxi- 
mately $5,466 per year gross, 
+ 3 to 4 persons -- no more than 


$6,250 per year net or approxi- 
mately $7,179 per year gross, 

5 to 6 persons -- no more than 
$7,450 per year net or approxi- 
mately $9,042 per year gross, 

7 to 8 persons -- no more than 
$8,200 per year net or approxi- 
mately $10,432 per year gross, 

Applicants should bring spe-

Since the 900-family maximum 
will not permit all of the eligible 
applicants to participate, selec- 
tion will be made by computer on 
a random basis, And because of 
the experimental nature of the 
program, no special consider- 
ation can be given to families in 
greater need or who apply first, 

All applicants will be notified 
by mail whether or not they will 
be participating, Those who are 
selected will receive a housing 
allowance determined by income 
and family size for 24 months 
and will be eligible for other on- 
going housing programs at the 
conclusion of the experiment,

Flood Funds 


A total of $6.445-million in 
Federal flood control dollars for 
Hlocal projects was urged in Con- 
gress today by Rep. Jerry L, Pet- 
tis (R) of Loma Linda and W, A. 
Sidler, ‘San Bernardino County 
Flood Control District Engineer, 
Pettis and Sidler testified be- 
fore Chairman John Stennis’ Sen- 
ate Appropriations Subcommittee 
during the morning and took their 
case to the House in the after- 
noon, Hearings on Public Works 
Appropriations are expected to be 
completed in both Houses of Con- 
gress before the end of the month, 
$3.3-million in additional con- 
struction funds were proposed for 
Lytle and Warm Creeks and mo- 
ney requested for the Santa Ana 
Basi Survey was upped to $380,- 
000, Approval was also urged for 
the budget request of $398,000 to 
complete the preconstruction 
phase of the Cucamonga Creek 
project. 

In his testimony Pettis stated, 
“Over $200-million worth of 
lives and property will depend 
on protection from the Lytle and 
Warm Creeks project in a flood 
Situation, This area alsocompri- 
ses a vital communications 
crossroad, encompassing inter- 
State highways, railroads, trans- 
continental fuel lines and aque- 
duct and national communications 
cables, 

“To deny this request for in- 
creased construction funds is to 
court disaster, With our high in- 
cidence of floods, this course of 
action is something we in Cal- 
ifornia’s 33rd Congressional 
District can ill afford to have 
taken,”’ 

Pettis also made a strong case 
for enlarging the budget to ex- 
pedite the multi-purpose Santa 
Ana Basin Survey of proposed 
projects at Day, Etiwanda and 
San Sevaine Creeks, along Warm 
Creek and tributaries, and along 
the San Timoteo, Redlands, Zan- 
ja, Wildwood and Wilson Creeks, 

“I am especailly concerned 
about San Timoteo Creek which 
runs through the Redlands-Loma 
Linda area. As you may know, 
a 500-bed, $45-million Veterans 
Hospital is being built in Loma 
Linda and we can't afford to leave 
that city unprotected, Importance 
of the Warm Creek and Tribu- 
taries project, which will affect 
Northeastern San Bernardino, an 
intensely developed residential 
and business area, must also be 
emphasized,” he said,

In Flood Control Funds 


The San Bernardino County 
Board of Supervisors has ap- 
proved a formal request to be 
made in Washington D,C, next 
week by the Flood Control Dis- 
trict seeking to increase the al- 
location for local flood control 
projects in the President’s pro- 
posed budget by $2,420,000, 

President Nixon's budget pro- 
posal for fiscal 1973-74 cur- 
rently includes $4,028,000 for 
flood control work ‘in San Ber- 
nardino County, while the Flood 
Control District is seeking 
$6,448,000 and has obtained the 
support of the California State 
Water Commission in that ef- 
fort, 

The largest discrepancy be- 
tween the County’s request 
and the proposed budget concerns 
the amount of Federal funds to 
be spent on the $29 million Ly- 
tle and Warm Creeks project 
which is currently under con- 
struction to provide con- 
crete channel from north of Foot- 
hill Boulevard through San Ber- 
nardino and into the Santa Ana 
River, 

The President’s proposal calls 
for $3,370,000 while the Flood 
Control District will need 
$5,670,000 to complete the pro- 
ject’s third construction phase,
